over 30 miles from Habana.

to the full extent of the feints and diver- 
sions which the different columns carry 
out for the assistance of the.others.

Au Escaped Frisonor'* Story. 


Hofcore Laine, who was a prisoner in

He gives an Interesting- account of his ex- 
periences in the insurg'cr-.t camp, and ex- 
plains some of the mysteries of the insur- 
gent movements," which have proved so 
successful for their purposes and so baf- 
fling to the Spanish authorities. 


He describes the so-culled retreat of the

An Independent Body. 


It is authoritatively stated on behalf o 


the administration that tho Venezuela 
commission will bo absolute master of it 
own procedure, tbcing the time aud plac 
of its meetings, and determining for itsel 
"whether or not it shall visit foreign coui 
tries, what class of evidence may be taken 
und how interested governments may be 
represented before the tribunal. 


This independence of action is deeme< 


necessary to secure to the commission' 
findings that ilcpree of weight and respec 
among other nations that can bo attainei 
only through u knowledge that tho body 
is free from any restraint or obligation ti 
the United States government; which ha. 
created it. Our government will occup; 
the status of cm eiact neutral in the prc 
ccedings. The stutu department will Icni 
such assistance as may bo required t 
1 


facilitate tho work of the commission ii 
procuring transportation for it on a Unites 
States warship, if that is desired, aud ii 
supplying any records in its possession 
that may be called for. 


But while it will not allow itself to b 


placed in the position of taking sides as t( 
thy merits, of the controversy between 
Great Britain and Venezuela, it will no 
undertake to present the Venezuela case 
nor will it evou endeavor to offset an; 
evidence that leads toward the Britisl 
contention. 
Therefore tho various sug 


gescions that have been made to the dt; 
pnrtnieDt by individuals in this countrj 
as to where evidence can be secured lin-vf 
been ignored. Such matter is regarded a: 
proper for the consideration ot the com 
mission, but is not for the state depart- 
ment. 


State Department's Consistent Action. 
It is pointed out that on this attitude 


the department is exactly consistent witl 
its course in the past. From the begin- 
niugofthe negotiations with GreatBrirnii 
touching the Venezuelan boundary, tho 
United States government has especiall} 
refrained from committing itself to a re 
cognition of T.ho justice of Venezuela's 
claim, and has limited itself strictly to 
the content-Ion that, this was proper mat 
ter for settlement by arbitration. 


Moreover, tliu attitude which the de- 


partment luis assumed toward the com- 
mission itself is regarded as a sufficient 
negative to the assumption in Europe 
th'nt the United States government pur- 
posed constituting itself tho arbitrator in 
this dispute, for the commis.-ion will bo 
as independent of the United States gov- 
ernment as It will be of any other govern, 
ment. 


The personnel of the commission is com- 


mendt'ti by members of the house who 
take particular interest in international 
matters, regardless of party iiCiliaiion. 
The gentlemen selected were considered 
entirely competent ro conduct what the 
president in his message expressed a wish 
for— a judicial oxo-mination of the evidence 
relating to the boundary. 


It was also pointed cue that while sev- 


eral members of Uie commission h:ive 
participated iu politics, they cannot be 
considered strong partisans at this time; 
so that so far as our domestic affairs are 
concerned, tney would not. be likely to 
enter upon their work with any party 
ends to serve.. 


J 
A Parallel Case. 


In speaking of the Venezuelan question, 


ail .authority upon international affairs 
pointed out. that the present hostilities 
in the Transvaal furnished a direct :md 
most opportune parallel to the South 
American dispute. 


The note of tiie German government to 


Great Britain, requesting an explanation 
of Jameson's expedition into the Boors' 
territory, and protesting against it, lie 
thought, would tend . to .fortify the argu- 
ments ot the United States in justification 
of its action regarding the Venezuelan 
boundary. . 


The conditions of the two cases are not 


unlike. The Transvaal is nominally an 
Independent, republic, and Germany does 
not claim to maintain a prottrctoiMtt; over 
it auyjnore than the United States does 
over Venez.: ila. yet Germany assumes a 
right to interfere to check British aggres- 
sions.

. - ... 


Nor can the German government claim 
that its own safety is i n any way menaced.by 
any steps tha English might take against 
(he Boors. -It can. only-1 
interfere on the ground'.! 


this government can base its right.., oo 
considered a party to the dispute between 
Venezuela and a British dependency. 


There is no doubt that proceedings in 


the Transvaal will have a-n interest for 
this government, which they otherwise 
would not, because of their possible ap- 
plication to the Venezuelan boundary cor- 
respondence. 


I'remJer'B Changeable Mtntl. 


A letter addressed by Lord Granville, 


tho then British foreign minister, to the 
representative of the Venezuelan govern- 
ment, acquiescing in the suggestion al- 
ready made by that representative for in- 
cluding in a pending treaty a clause pro- 
viding for the arbitration of any and all; 
differences between the two governments, j 
is made public. This letter proves tho | 
statement made by the London Chronicle 
to the effect that Earl Grauville had vir- 
tually concluded a treaty with Venezuela 
in 1835, containing an arbitration clause 
that covered" the Venezuelan boundary 
dispute. It is now claimed that there is a 
wide discrepancy between 
bury's interpretation of Earl Granvilie's ! 
agreement as covering the arbitration'bl! 
the boundary dispute and his recent notes 
to Secretary OIney upon the same subject. 


U'orthy of Careful Consideration. 


A dispatch from London states that The 


Chronicle prints this morning the official 
correspondence, hitherto unpublished, be- 
tween the governments of Great Britain '• 
and Venezuela during the period between I 
November, 1S40, when Sir Robert Sohora 
burgk was appointed commissioner by tho 
British government to survey the western 
territory of British Guiana, and April, 
1SS-12, when England finally removed tha 
boundary posts which he had set at va< 
rious points iu that territory to form tha 
so-called Schomburgfc line. . 


It appears from this correspondence 


that ou Oct. 6, 1S41, Senor I'ortique, Ven- 
ezuclan minister to London, wrote ta 
Lord Aberdeen, secretary of state for for 
eign affairs, expressing surprise at tha 
erection of <i British-sentry box upon Ven' 
ezuelan territory, and urging the necessity 
of entering upon a treaty of bound' 
aries as a previous step to the fixation ol 
limits. 


Lnrd Aberdeen replied to this on Oct. SI, 


saying that he had received Mi'. Robert 
Schomburgk's report. "It appears," Lore 
Aberdeen continued, "that Mr. Robert 
Schomburgk planted the boundary posts 
at certain points in the country lie sur- 
veyed, and that he was fully aware that 
tho domarkation so made was merely a 
preliminary measure open to future dis- 
OLission between the governments of Great 
Britain and Venezuela. But it does not 
appear that Mr. Schomburgk left behind 
any guardhouse or sentry box or building 
beariug the British Qag." 
• In conclusion, after discussing the de- 
tails of the correspondence, The Chronicle's 
commissioner says: 
"If tho foregoing 


documents are genuine, and their source 
excludes any suspicion to the contrary, 
then the Schomburgk line is proved worth- 
less as a basis for any territorial claim."

POUT OB" LONG ISLAND. 


A Splendid Harbor F.endy—Bill Baa Been 


Presented to Congress—Hotr ; It "Would 
Connect With tha Great Trnnk Rail- 
road*. 


A railway achievement which 
Mr. 


Flagler has, it is said, in view in southern ! 
Florida—the building o£ a railway along ' 
the coral reefs to Key West—suggests a ! 
somewhat similar feat of rail way construc- 
tion just completed by Mr. Austin Corbin. j 
A glance at the map a* Long Island shows j 
at the. eastern extremity two spits, or! 
peninsulas, which extand from the main j 
land far out into tho ocean. Upon the j 
southern peninsula Mr. Corbin has just > 
caused to be completed an extension of his i 
Long Island railway system. 
The tracks j 


run for miles upon laud which is really I 
nothing more than a sand spit. The road ' 
terminates at a barren spot, which is nev- 
ertheless lijnown to all mariners, because 
near by .is the Montauk lifehouse. 


Of course tha building of a railway over 


suoh a barren waste as thlg would be a 
foolish .business experiment-unless the 
road .was a means for carrying out art im- 
portant purpose. .What that purpose is in 
this case is indicated by a bill recently in- 
troduced by Senator Frye in the United 
States senate, which, i£ it becomes a law, 
will make a great basin, or harbor, which 
is tho terminal o£ this railway, a free port 
of entry. 
Today nothing except this 


beautiful basin o£ deep water and the 
temporary structures which provide a 
terminal., for the railway' suggest the 
dream which has been in Mr. Corbin's 
mind for many years—the creation of an 
important seaport .city there. Tho harbor 
is called Port Pond. .It is as safe, as deep 
and, in some respects, as beautiful a har- 
bor as that of Queenstown. It has been 
from'remote ages until within the past 50 
years the fishing resort of Indians, whose 
descendents in small numbers still lire in 
that vicinity.. 


This harbor is 114 miles from New York 


city, and when the free port is established 
there, which Mr. Corbin has no doubt con- 
gress will permit, thon-it is expected that 
a city will be developed speedily which 
will be conspicuous as the Atlantic ter- 
minus of a fleet lino of pcean steamships 
whose terminus upon the other side of the 
ocean is to bo at Milford Haven, in south- 
western England. Mr. Corbin believes 
thnt by this bringing of American aud 
English ports so near together it will be 
possible to cross tho ocean in four days 
and a half, and if steamships of. the capac- 
ity of the latest ocean greyhounds are put 
into that service. no doubt his expecta- 
tions will be justified.

They made soundings and spent 
many .months in careful study, and at last 
were able to present a report. They said 
that, it was entirely practicable to contruot 
i tunnel at a cost which would not be pro- 
hibitive, which would be a well lighted, 
thoroughly ventilated, always, dry, subter- 
ranean and subaquatio.highway, and they 
also said that the modern developments of 
electricity were suck astomakoit possible 
with it to light, heat and ventilate the 
tunnel so as to propel cars through it. 


It is now. - thought that the flrst plan, 


which contemplated a tunnel under the 


river, near Governors island, then 


underneath the lower end of New York 
city, thence under tho Hudson to Jersey 
3ity, will bo abandoned, and that advan- 
:age will bo taken of tho almost completed 
unnel under the Hudson,-which is now 
owned by English capital. That would 
necessitate constructing a tunnel under 
Now York city, a little. below .Fourteenth 
street, and another under tho East river. 
Jeeently it has been demonstrated.that it 
s possible to tunnel under tho East river 
without involving great cost or tho solu- 
ion of important engineering problems. 
5uch a tunnel has been completed and is 
u daily, use, although its only service is 
he providing of a way for carrying large 
gas mains from" Brooklyn to New York, 
t is large enough, however, for . men to 
walk easily through two or three abreast.

Importance on tho railroad line between 
Matanzas and Habana, and only a little 
over 30 miles from Habana. 


Apparently tho full force of the insur-' 


gents are engaged in this renewed incur- 
sion toward Uabann. But they maintain 
the-same scattered formation, divided into 
polumris, which proved effective in carry- 
ing them into .the immediate neighbor- 
hood of Matunzas. the different columns 
apparently retaining the intuitive faculty 
of kuowing tbe whereabouts and needs of 
each other, and thus being able to co-oper- 
ate with one anotiier and avail themselves 
to the full extent of tho feints and diver- 
sions which the -different columns carry 
out for the assistance of the others. 


Tho Spanish commanders are appar- 


ently utterly unable to cope with this

An Escaped Prisoner's Story. 


Honoro Laine, who was a prisoner in 


Gomez's hands for live days, has effected 
hlg escape and- has returned to Habana. 
Ho gives an interesting account of his ex- 
periences in the insurgent camp, and ex- 
plains some of tho mysteries of tlie insur- 
gent movements, . which have proved so 
successful for their purposes and so baf- 
fling to the Spanish authorities.
